Hugh Campbell has 
enjoyed success at every 
level of professional 
football: as a player, coach, 
general manager and in his 
current role as president 
and CEO of the Edmonton 
Eskimos. In recognition of 
his achievements, Hugh was 
inducted into the Canadian 
Football Hall of Fame 
(builders category) in 
September 2000. Strongly 
committed to the Canadian 
Football League, Hugh has 
taken an active role in improving areas such as player pensions, safety, health 
and per diems, 

Perhaps best known as head toad of the Eskimos "Five in a Row" dynasty 
teams, Campbell was at the centre of the Eskimos greatest era. He was named 
head coach in 1977 and went on to lead the team to the still unbroken CFL 
record of six straight first place finishes and six consecutive Grey Cup 
appearances. His regular season coaching record of 70 wins, 21 losses and 5 ties 
remains the best percentage in CFL history, In 14 trips to the Grey Cup as a 
player, coach and general manager, Hugh has been on the winning side 8 times. 

In 1982 Hugh left Edmonton for the fledgling United States Football League. 
After one season as coach of the Los Angeles Express, he was named head coach 
of the NFL's Houston Oilers where he was reunited with former Eskimo 
quarterback Warren Moon. Hugh spent the 1984 & '85 seasons with Houston. He 
returned to Edmonton in 1986 as the teams' General Manager, a post he held 
until 1997. Campbell was named President and CEO in 1997. 

A native of San Jose, California, Hugh was a star wide receiver at Washington 
State University from 1959 to 1962. Hugh was named MVP in the East - West 
Shrine Game and Coaches All-American game and he also played in the College 
All-Star game and the Hula Bowl. He graduated from Washington State with a 
Bachelor of Science in Education and Physical Education degrees and a 
Masters degree. 

Hugh was drafted in 1963 by the San Francisco 49'ers and the Oakland Raiders 
of the old AFL, Hugh ended up playing for Saskatchewan. As a surehanded 
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receiver for six seasons (1963 - '67 and 1969), "Gluey Hughie" put up some 
outstanding numbers including 60 career touchdown receptions; 17 of those in 
one season and 5,245 career receiving yards. He appeared in the Grey Cup in 
each of his last three seasons as a player. 

In addition to his duties with the Eskimos, Hugh is the CEO of the Edmonton 
Trapper Baseball Club - Triple A affiliate of the Minnesota Twins. The Edmonton 
Eskimo Football Club purchased the Trappers in 1999. Hugh was also on the 
Board of Directors and served as chair of the Tickets and Merchandise division of 
Edmonton 2001 World Championship in Athletics.

HIGGINS 


Tom Higgins is in his second 
season as head coach of the 
Edmonton Eskimos. Named to the 
post June 18", 2001, Higgins 
quickly put his mark on the 
Eskimos and helped guide the team 
to a first place finish in the tough 
CFL West Division, Despite a season 
long injury bug that plagued the 
Eskimos, Higgins disciplined 
approach and attention to fundamentals helped keep the team on track. Prior to 
being named head coach, the native of Colonia, New Jersey, spent four seasons 
as the Eskimos General Manager and Chief Operating Officer. Originally joined 
the Eskimos in 1993 as the clubs’ Assistant General Manager. 

Tom got his start in CFL coaching and administration during his nine seasons 
(1985 - '93) with the Calgary Stampeders where he served as special teams 
coordinator, offensive coordinator and assistant head coach at various times 
during his time with the Stamps. 

Tom is a strong supporter of the very successful Alberta Minor Football 
program and has been instrumental in organizing evaluation camps and high 
school clinics, as well as the Varsity Stars 2000 program for Canadian university 
football players. Tom has taken a leadership role in increasing women's football 
knowledge through the Football 101 and 202 programs. 

As a player, Tom was an All-Conference and All-American in both football and 
wrestling at North Carolina State and was captain of both teams. Coached by Lou 
Holtz, Tom participated in four consecutive bow! games. 

His pro career started as a linebacker with Calgary in 1976. He then jumped 
to the Buffalo Bills under head coach Chuck Knox of the NFL before returning 
to Canada in 1980 with the Saskatchewan Roughriders. Tom's father played in 
the NFL in the 1950's with Chicago and Philadelphia, followed by 45 years 
coaching high school football. 

Tom retired as a player in 1981 and moved into the coaching ranks at Calgary's 
Crescent Heights High School. Tom coached with the University of Calgary 
Dinosaurs from 1982 - '84, helping the U of C to two conference championships 
and the Canadian title in 1983. 

Away from football, Tom is a highly sought after motivational speaker who works 
with business and community groups and enjoys woodworking. 

Tom and his wife Sharon have three children Holly, Hillary and Thomas

One of the top young coaches in 
the CFL, Danny Maciocia is in his 
first season with the Edmonton 
Eskimos. 

A veteran of five seasons with the 
Montreal Alouettes, Maciocia built a 
powerful offence that featured the 
likes of Mike Pringle, Anthony 
Calvillo, and Tracy Ham. During 
the 1998 and ‘99 off-seasons, Danny 


coached the Bergamo Lions of the Italian Football League to back to back Italian 
Super Bowl victories. Bergamo was a perfect 10-0 in the ‘99 regular season. 
Born in Montreal (05/26/67), Danny got his coaching start in 1993 as an 


assistant with a junior squad that won the 


under 19 national championship. The 


following season, Maciocia was offensive coordinator for the St Leonard Cougars, 
winners of the Eastern Canadian Championship. In 1995, Danny was named 
head coach of St Leonard, and also handled the offensive coordinator duties for 
the Eastern Canadian National 19 and under championship team. 

Danny is fluent in French, Italian and English. He and his wife Sandra Vaz and 


daughter Bianca reside in Edmonton.

Bill's coaching career started in 1961 at Hopkins High School in New Haven, 
Connecticut. In 1966 he moved to Wesleyan University in Middletown, 
Connecticut. Five years later he assumed the job of head coach, a post he would 
keep for 16 years (1971 - '86). 

A native of Providence, Rhode Island, Bill has a degree in physical education 
and history from Trinity College in Hartford, Connecticut.

Sean Fleming’s 25-yard field goal as time expired gave the Edmonton Eskimos a wild 33- 
32 victory over the Calgary Stampeders and sole possession of second place in the Western 
Division. 

Fleming’s kick capped a furious 70-yard drive guided by Jason Maas, who completed 21-of- 
33 passes for 312 yards and a touchdown. 

A 16-yard run by newly acquired Ronald Williams extended the Eskimos’ lead to 30-21 just 


over a minute into the fourth quarter, But the Stampeders (3-6) rallied as Ben Sankey hit 
Mare Boerigter for a 25-yard touchdown. 

After missing a long field goal for a single, Mark McLoughlin converted from 13 yards with 
57 seconds to play, putting Calgary ahead, 32-30. 

Sankey replaced Marcus Crandell and completed just 4-of-12 passes for 52 yards. Crandell, 
who opened the scoring with a six-yard run, was 6-of-9 for 84 yards and a touchdown before 
leaving with a shoulder injury. 


Williams rushed for 99 yards on 17 carries in his debut with Edmonton (4-5-0-1), which 
outgained the Stamps, 460 yards to 272. Calgary was led by Kelvin Anderson, who ran 17 
times for 105 yards.

1892 — Edmonton assembled a rugby club which defeated an established club in 
Calgary. 

1895 — Edmonton won its first Alberta Rugby Football championship. 
1907-1913 — "Deacon" White became Edmonton's first import player. White 
continued his career with the team ina coaching capacity. In 1908, the Edmonton 
Esquimaux won their second Alberta Rugby Football championship. The team's 
name became the Edmonton Eskimos in 1910. The Eskimos lost to Calgary 
during consecutive seasons after the Western Canada Rugby Foothall Union was 
established in 1911, In 1913, before 300 loyal supporters in Red Deer, the 
Eskimos once again became Alberta Rugby Football champions. 


1916-1918 — No games because of World War I. 


1919 — The four-team WCRFU was re-established with "Deacon" White leading 
Edmonton's charge, 

1921 — The Eskimos became the first western team to play in a Grey Cup game. 
The hometown Toronto Argonauts shut out the Eskimos 23-0. 

1922 — The Eskimos appeared in their second straight east-west Grey Cup. They 
lost to Queen's University 13-1, 

1923 — The Eskimos relinquished their title as western champions to the Regina 
Roughriders, 

1924 — The Eskimos were defeated by Calgary during the Alberta Rugby Football 
championship. Football operations ceased immediately after the loss. 


1928 — The Eskimos reassembled a rugby club and won the Alberta Rugby 
Football championship for the sixth time. 


1929 — The Eskimos participated in a game featuring the first forward pass. 
Edmonton's Joe Cook connected with Pal Power for the first touchdown pass. 


1930 — The Western Canada Rugby Football Union was reorganized. Clarke 
Stadium opened. The Edmonton Boosters represented the city in the newly 
organized league, 

1938-1940 — The Eskimos joined the Western Interprovincial Football Union, 
adopting the colours blue and white. The Eskimos withdrew from the WIFU in 
1940, 


1942 — The WIFU was suspended for the duration of World War II. 


1948 — The Edmonton Eskimo Rugby Football Club became a publicly-owned 
company. Shares were a dollar each and 20,000 were available. Local legends such 
as Joe Shoctor, Henry Singer, Eric Duggan and Moe Lieberman became involved 
with the organization. 


1949 — The Eskimos rejoined the Western Interprovincial Football Union, this 
time adopting the colours green and gold. The Western Canada Rugby Football 
Union ceased to exist. 

1950 — The Eskimos, coached by Annis Stukus, played Winnipeg in the first 
professional playoff game at night under lights. The Eskimos lost to Winnipeg in 
the western final. 


1951 — The Eskimos were defeated by the Regina Roughriders in the western final. 
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1952 — The Eskimos, coached by Frank Filchok, lost 21-11 to the Toronto 
Argonauts in the Grey Cup game at Toronto's Varsity Stadium. 


1953 — The Eskimos were defeated by Winnipeg in the western final as the split 
T formation was introduced. Eskimo halfback Billy Vessels received the first 
Schenley Award as the league's outstanding player. 


1954 — The Eskimos began their domination of football in Canada. Head coach 
Frank "Pop" Ivy introduced the twin-fullback formation. Jackie Parker electrified 
fans across the country with a last-minute fumble return for a touchdown against 
the Montreal Alouettes in the Grey Cup game. Bob Dean kicked the convert and 
the Eskimos won their first Grey Cup, 


1955 — The Eskimos won their second Grey Cup in a row. Normie Kwong was 
awarded the Schenley Award as the outstanding Canadian player in the CFL. 


1956 — The Canadian Football Council was formed. The Eskimos beat Montreal 
for the third straight year in the Grey Cup. "Pop" Ivy was named coach of the year. 
Normie Kwong received his second straight Schenley Award as the outstanding 
Canadian player in the league. Don Getty became the first Canadian quarterback 
in a decade to lead his team to a national championship. 


1957 — The Eskimos failed in a bid to win their fourth consecutive Grey Cup, 
losing to Winnipeg in the Western final. Jackie Parker was the recipient of the 
Schenley Award as the outstanding player in the CFL. Mike Lashuk was voted the 
rookie of the year in the West and Johnny Bright won the league rushing title. 


1958 — The Canadian Football Council changed its name to the Canadian 
Football League. The Eskimos brought in former Oklahoma Sooner Sam Lyle as 
head coach. Jackie Parker was once again voted the outstanding player in the 
league. Johnny Bright won his second straight CFL rushing title. 


1959 — The Eskimos hired Eagle Keys as head coach. 


1960 - The Eskimos lost 16-6 to Ottawa in the Grey Cup, Jackie Parker won his 
third Schenley Award as the outstanding player in the CPL. 


1961 — The Western Interprovincial Football Union changed its name to the 
Western Foothall Conference. An interlocking schedule between Eastern and 
Western divisions was initiated. Norm Kimball was named coordinator of minor 
football for the Eskimos. Eskimo alumni donated the Annis Stukus Trophy for the 
coach of the year in the CFL. 


1962-1963 — The Canadian Football Hall of Fame was established. The Eskimos 
went through a rebuilding period with an 8-23-] record. 

1964 — The Eskimos, under the direction of president Walter H. Sprague, 
developed new guidelines for team operations, A nine-man board of directors was 
adopted. Neill Armstrong replaced Eagle Keys as head coach. Bill Mitchell set a 
CFL record for the longest field goal (58 yards). 

1965 — The Canadian Football Players' Association was organized. 


1966 — The Eskimo board of directors named Norm Kimball general manager. Kimball 
began development of arguably the most effective recruiting system in the CFL. 

1967 — John LaGrone was voted the Schenley Award recipient as the outstanding 
lineman in the CPL. 


1970 - Ray Jauch took over from Neill Armstrong as head coach. Jauch was voted 
coach of the year, Dave Cutler kicked a 59-yard field goal, breaking Mitchell's six- 
year-old record for the longest field goal in the CFL. Johnny Bright was inducted 
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into the Canadian Football Hall of Fame. Ken Montgomery was inducted into the 
Hall of Fame as a builder. 


1971 — Jackie Parker was inducted into the Canadian Football Hall of Fame. 
1972 — The Canadian Football Hall of Fame opened in Hamilton. 


1973 — Dave Cutler set a league record with 32 field goals in a season. George 
McGowan tied a CFL record with 15 receptions in a game and was voted the 
Schenley Award winner as the league's outstanding player. The Eskimos made it 
to their eighth Grey Cup game but lost 22-18 to Ottawa. 


1974 — Tom Wilkinson won the Schenley Award as the CFL's outstanding player, 
The Eskimos lost to Montreal 20-7 in the Grey Cup. Annis Stukus was inducted 
into the Canadian Football Hall of Fame as a builder. 


1975 — The Eskimos won their fourth Grey Cup championship 9-8 over 
Montreal. 


1976 — The Eskimos were third in the Western Conference and lost to 
Saskatchewan 23-13 in the Western final. 


1977 — The Eskimos named Hugh Campbell head coach. Dan Kepley received the 
Schenley Award as the outstanding defensive player in the league. The Eskimos 
lost 41-6 to Montreal in the Grey Cup game in Montreal. Tommy Joe Coffey was 
inducted into the Hall of Fame. 


1978 — The Eskimos played their first season at Commonwealth Stadium. Dave 
Fennell was voted the Schenley Award recipient as the outstanding defensive 
player in the CFL. The Eskimos beat Montreal 20-13 in the Grey Cup game. 


1979 — Brian Kelly won the Schenley Award as the league's outstanding rookie, 
Dave Fennell was voted the CFL's outstanding Canadian and Mike Wilson was 
selected the league's outstanding lineman. The Eskimos established a single- 
season Western Conference attendance record of 340,239, They defeated Montreal 
17-9 for their second straight Grey Cup, 


1980 — The Eskimos scored a team record 505 points during the regular season. 
They won their third consecutive Grey Cup 48-10 over Hamilton. Rollie Miles was 
inducted into the Hall of Fame. 


1981 — Dan Kepley earned his second consecutive Schenley Award as the league's 
outstanding defensive player. The Eskimos established CFL records with a 14-1-1 
regular-season record and a fourth straight Grey Cup, defeating Ottawa 26-23 in 
the Grey Cup. Eric Duggan was inducted into the Hall of Fame as a builder. 


1982 — The Eskimos were 3-5 when Hugh Campbell made an announcement 
that he would be leaving at the end of the season, The Eskimos won their 
remaining eight games and finished first in the West. They extended their own 
league record with their fifth straight Grey Cup, this time beating Toronto 32-16. 
Warren Moon was voted the outstanding player and Dave Fennell was selected the 
outstanding Canadian and outstanding defensive player in the Grey Cup. James 
Parker was the recipient of the Schenley Award as the league's outstanding 
defensive player and Tom Wilkinson became the first Eskimo named to the Wall 
of Honour at Commonwealth Stadium. 


1983 — Pete Kettela took over as head coach from Hugh Campbell, who eventually 
became the head coach of the Houston Oilers of the National Football League. 
Kettela was fired following the Eskimos’ annual Labor Day game against Calgary 
and Jackie Parker became the new head coach. The Eskimos made the playoffs but 
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lost in the Western semi-final. Warren Moon joined Campbell in Houston, Frank 
Morris was inducted into the Hall of Fame and Johnny Bright, Normie Kwong, 
Rollie Miles and Jackie Parker were added to the Eskimo Wall of Honour. 


1984 — The Eskimos finished third in the West for the second straight season and 
were eliminated in the division semi-final. Dave Cutler, Dave Fennell, Larry 
Highbaugh and Dan Kepley retired and Edmonton staged its first Grey Cup. 


1985 — Dave Fennell and George McGowan were added to the Eskimo Wall of 
Honour after a third consecutive third-place finish and West semi-final loss, 


1986 — The Eskimos finished first overall, with a 13-4-1 record, but lost 39-15 to 
Hamilton in the Grey Cup. Dave Cutler was named to the Eskimo Wall of Honour 
and Roger Nelson was inducted into the Football Hall of Fame. 


1987 — Joe Faragalli took over from Jackie Parker as head coach, Brian Kelly set 
CFL career records for most yards receiving (11,169), most touchdown receptions 
(97), most 100-yard receiving games (41) and most 1,000-yard seasons (six). 
Henry (Gizmo) Williams established league records for most punt returns for 
touchdowns in a season (four), most punt returns for touchdowns in a quarter 
and game (both two). The Eskimos beat Toronto 38-36 for their 10th Grey Cup. 
Damon Allen was chosen the outstanding player in the Grey Cup, Tom Wilkinson 
was inducted into the Football Hall of Fame, Dan Kepley and Roger Nelson were 
added to the Eskimo Wall of Honour. 


1988 — The Eskimos finished first in the West for the 16th time in 39 years but 
lost to B.C. in the Western final. Tommy Joe Coffey and John LaGrone became 
members of the Eskimo Wall of Honour. 


1989 — The Eskimo organization celebrated its 40th anniversary. The team set a 
record for most wins in a season (16) but lost in the Western final, The Eskimos 
established CFL records for most points (644), most touchdowns (70) and most 
yards gained (7,951) and Tracy Ham set a league record for most yards rushing by 
a quarterback (1,051) in a season. Rod Connop was voted the league's outstanding 
offensive lineman and Brian Kelly was added to the Eskimo Wall of Honour. 


1990 — The Eskimos finished second in the West but lost to Winnipeg 50-11 in 
the Grey Cup. Joe Faragalli left the organization at the end of the season. Dave 
Fennell and Eagle Keys were inducted into the Football Hall of Fame as a player 
and builder, respectively. 


1991 — Canadian Football Hall of Famer Ron Lancaster was introduced as the 
new head coach, The Eskimos were first in the West, with a 12-6 record, but lost 
to Calgary in the division final. Blake Marshall was voted the most outstanding 
Canadian in the league after tying the CFL record for most touchdowns in a 
season, with 20, Henry Williams established league records for most punt return 
yards in a season (1,140), most punt return yards in a game (232) and most punt 
return touchdowns in a season (five). Danny Bass retired after setting a league 
record for career defensive tackles (465) and Brian Kelly was inducted into the 
Football Hall of Fame. 


1992 — The Eskimos made it to the Western final for the 13th time in 21 years but 
lost to Calgary. Willie Pless was voted the league's outstanding defensive player. 
Danny Bass, Don Getty and Oscar Kruger were added to the Eskimo Wall of Honour. 


1993 — The Eskimos and Toronto completed the largest trade in professional 
football history with an eight-for-eight exchange. The Eskimos obtained Ed Berry, 
Eddie Brown, Bruce Dickson, Rickey Foggie, J. P. Izquierdo, Len Johnson, Darrell K. 
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Smith and Don Wilson, then reacquired quarterback Damon Allen from Hamilton. 
They finished with eight consecutive wins, including a 33-23 decision over Winnipeg 
for their 11th Grey Cup championship, Damon Allen was selected the outstanding 
player in the Grey Cup and Tom Scott was added to the Eskimo Wall of Honour, 


1994 — The Eskimos were second in the West with a 13-5 record but lost to B.C. 
in the division semi-final. Willie Pless was voted the league's outstanding 
defensive player for the second time in three years and Henry Williams raised his 
CFL career record to 23 touchdowns on punt returns. 


1995 — Eric Blount established team records with five touchdowns and 30 points in 
a game and the team set a record with 64 points in a 64-10 win over Winnipeg. The 
Eskimos were again 13-5 and second in the West, They made the playoffs for a CFL 
record 24th straight season and reached the Western final for the 19th time in 23 
years but lost to Calgary. Shalon Baker set Eskimo rookie records with 79 catches for 
1,156 yards and was selected the league's outstanding rookie. Willie Pless was chosen 
the CFL's outstanding defensive player for the third time in four years. 


1996 — The Eskimos were second in the West with an 11-7 record and qualified 
for the playoffs for a league record 25th consecutive season. Willie Pless 
established a CFL record with his fourth Chrysler league outstanding defensive 
player award. Leroy Blugh was voted the league’s outstanding Canadian. The 
Eskimos set CFL playoff records with 68 points, 9 touchdowns, 9 converts and a 
61-point spread in a 68-7 win over the Winnipeg Blue Bombers in the West semi- 
final. The Eskimos defeated the Calgary Stampeders 15-12 in the West final and 
made their 19th Grey Cup appearance, losing 43-37 to the Toronto Argonauts, 
Dan Kepley was inducted into the Canadian Football Hall of Fame. Larry 
Highbaugh was added to the Eskimo Wall of Honour. Ron Lancaster became only 
the third Eskimo head coach honoured as the league's coach of the year, after 
surpassing general manager Hugh Campbell for most wins by an Eskimo head 
coach in the final regular-season game, with 71, 


1997 — The Eskimos finished first in the West for the 19th time, with a 12-6 
record, and extended their league record to 26 straight years qualifying for the 
playoffs, They were in the West Division final for the 21st time in 25 years. Willie 
Pless increased his CPL record to five Chrysler outstanding defensive player 
awards and Ron Lancaster improved his Eskimo record to 83 wins as head coach, 


1998 - The Eskimos extended their league record to 27 consecutive years 
qualifying for the playoffs. They were second in the West, with a 9-9 record, and 
advanced to the West Division final for the 22nd time in 26 years. Tom Scott and 
Dave Cutler were inducted into the Canadian Football Hall of Fame, 


1999 - The Eskimos qualified for the playoffs for a league record 28th straight 
season. They were third in the West Division with a 6-12 record under new head 
coach Don Matthews. 


2000 — The Eskimos add to their league record 29th consecutive year qualifying 
for the playoffs by finishing 2nd in the Western Division. Henry “Gizmo” Williams 
retires after 200 games as an Eskimo, He leaves football as the premier kick 
returner of all-time. 


2001 — The Eskimos qualify for their 30th consecutive year for the playoffs by 
finishing 1st in the Western Division, Jason Maas leads the Eskimo offence as he 
is selected to the Western All-Star team, the first Eskimo QB to do so since 1990. 
Sean Fleming sets a team record of 22 consecutive field goals and is rewarded 
with Western All-Star positions as punter and place-kicker.

COMMONWEALTH 
STADIUM 


Commonwealth Stadium - home of the Edmonton Eskimos, site of 
the 2001 World Championships in Athletics and Grey Cup 2002. 


Edmonton's Commonwealth Stadium, constructed for a cost of $20.9 million, 
became the home of the Edmonton Eskimos on August 30, 1978, about three 
weeks after the city hosted the Commonwealth Games. 

Football has been a part of the Edmonton sports scene since at least 1891 
when Calgary and Edmonton tangled for the first time in a home and home 
series. With the creation of the Alberta Rugby Union, four years later, Edmonton 
played its first series of organized games. 

In 1907, the Edmonton Rugby Football Club was officially formed, and in 
November of that year it played its first game against the Calgary City Football 
Club, defeating their rivals 26-5, at the Edmonton Exhibition Grounds. 

The city’s biggest move toward solidifying a franchise came in July of 1938, when 
work commenced on a new, modern stadium. In August of 1938 the stadium 
opened with much fanfare, before a crowd of 2,500. Prior to this, the team had 
folded and reformed a couple of times, but the creation of Clarke Stadium, named 
after former Edmonton mayor Joe Clarke, helped Edmonton become a big league 
city. The Eskimos played at Clarke for the last time on August 23, 1978.
